Turkey Signs Up 


Turkey has signed a non-aggres- 
sion pact with Hitler. A pact which 
the Turkish authorities know the 


Fuehrer will keep only so long as suits 
his purpose, not a moment longer. That 
they expect anything more of him is 
impossible. They signed with a gun 
at their heads, but knowing that the 
gun will still be there. They stipulated 
that the agreement is not to be taken 
as affecting their alliance with Britain. 
That is only a face-saving clause. Hit- 
ler will put his own construction on the 
pact, and Ankara will accept his inter- 
pretation—or else. This the Turkish 
officials know quite well 

This surrender of an ally under 
threat is a diplomatic defeat for Bri- 
tain, on paper. But on paper only. The 
Turks would not turn-a hand to halt 
the march of the Axis forces through 
the Balkans to their own borders. They 
have allowed Axis supply ships and 
disguised troop ships to pass through 
the Dardanelles, of which they are the

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Late, But Timely 


Old Timers will have to ransack 
their memories to recall a former vear 
when Edmonton got its first soaking 
rain of the season on the 18th of June. 


But it arrived; that is the point of 
present practical importance, import- 
ance hard to  over-eStimate.

and that America’s future capacity to pro- 
duce will have become huge, But this is by 
no means the only reason why Hitler needs 


to end the war in 194). He has become 
responsible for feeding and governing the 
whole continent of Europe, and though he 


can no doubt take care of the Germans, the 
prospect of having to govern a starving and 
rebellious continent, especially if it continues 
to pin its hopes on America, is enough to dis- 
may even Hitler. 

But in order to win the war this season 
Hitler needs allies—he needs France, Japan 
and Russia. As regards France, it is certain 
that the compelling argument of Admiral 
Darlan is that by joining Hitler the war can 
be ended sooner than by continuing to hope 
for a British-American victory, The French 


nation is not Nazi; it is war-weary. If the 
French people consent to being pushed into 
war On Hitler's side, it will not be for love 


of Hitler, or for belief in his new order, or 
for anti-British sentiment, but because they 
have been promised that by helping Hitler 
win they can escape another winter of war 
This, we may be sure, is the real basis of 
Nazi-French “collaboration”"—the prom to 
get it all over more quickly. 
Policy May Change 

But this promise is greatly weakened by 
the fact that America is arming on a great 
scale and manifestly intervening in the 
war, The French would rather be with their 
old friends than with their conquerors and 
oppessors. If now it appears that France's 
old friends are going, after all, to win the 
war, the Darlan policy of collaboration can 
never obtain any trustworthy consent from 
the French people.
